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THE SENATE AND 
TREATIES 


Upwards of half a century ago the 


president of the United Slates and the 
Russian government negotiated a trea- 
ty whereby the United States was io 
pay Russia $7.200.000 for Alaska. When 
the transaction—or treaty—reached 
the seriate it met with violent opposi- 
tion. Learned senators threw up their 
hands and declared the United States 
would be foolish to pay such a sum 
for this little known country. They 
talkcd volumes against the treaty and 
finally refused to have anything to do 
with the purchase, asserting that Alas- 
ka was "nothing but a frozen and bar- 
ren waste and never would be worth a 
dollar." 


Lincoln and Seward stood firm for 


the purchase. They went to the peo- 
ple on the proposal and after a heated 
controversy were sustained by public 
opinion and another congress con- 
firmed the deal. The United States to- 
day is receiving more in taxes each 
year from Alaska than the nation paid 
for the whole territory. 


The Louisiana purchase aroused a 


similar storm of protest, and many 
other acts of the president of a similar 
character, including important trea- 
ties. ha\e been opposed 
and de- 


nounced. Most of the opposition was 
political or partisan. 
History shows 


that in the main all the great treaties, 
including those for the purchase of ter- 
ritory, have proved to be eminently 
sound and for the benefit of the nation. 
They were negotiated by the president 
and the slate department. The opposi- 
tion and obstruction came from 1 he- 
senate. 


Theresas lately arisen a demand 


from politicians that the senate should 
be permitted to transgress the consti- 
tutional power vested in the president 
to negotiate treaties and should share 
•with him this important prerogative. 
Experience proves that the authority 
as vested should remain precisely 
where it is, and that the senate's func- 
tion should be confined rigidly to rati- 
fication of treaties. 


AMERICANISM 


Americanism does not mean to Hiram 


Johnson what it means to Taft. Nor 
does it mean to Woodrow Wilson what 
it means to Watson of Georgia. To 
Watson, a Democrat, and Johnson, a 
Republican. Americanism means iso- 
lation of the pre-war variety, national 
selfishness, blindness to world condi- 
tions and world needs. To Wilson and 
Taft it means assumption of responsi- 
bilities touching international relations 
and the good order of the world; in 
short, participation in the league of na- 
tions. 


President Wilson, in his appeal to 


the people in support of the league of 
nations, insists the Americanism of iso- 
lation is not Americanism at all. He 
says that brand of Americanism is 
standing apart and watching for op- 
portunities to advance American inter- 
ests, involving Americans in no respon- 
sibility for the maintenance of the right 
in the world or for the vindication of 
the things for which America entered 
the war. 


The Johnson-Watson brand of Amer- 


icanism reminds one of the old man 
who used to pray "for me, my wife. 
my son John and his wife; us four and 
no more." It is the last word in nation- 
al selfishness, and is not to be dis- 
guised by labelling it "isolation." 


There has always been an element in 


this country with a materialistic con- 
ception of Americanism. It has been 
reflected in certain of our wars, where 
there was a tinge of conquest, in poli- 
cies that were essentially militaristic 
like the movement to absorb and annex 
the Philippines, the demand for annex- 
ation of Cuba and the present propa- 


ganda for forcible intervention in Mex- 
ico with annexation in the background. 
It has also been reflected in the. tariff 
policies, which 
finally 
reached the 


point of isolating America commercial- 
ly from the world where McKinley pro- 
tested and declared the time for do- 
mestic exclusiveness had passed. This 
element has looked upon the United 
States as primarily a political institu- 
tion set up to promote material pros- 
perity. It has been a selfish, sordid 
view. It has prevailed in the main, but 
it has been dislodged and routed at im- 
portant intervals in our national de- 
velopment. From time to time ideal- 
ism and the human conceptions of gov- 
ernment and national existence find 
expression in our decisions and poli- 
cies. The conflict between these forc- 
es is at the bottom of the fight over 
the league of nations. 


The creators of this government. Wil- 


son points out. "thought of America as 
the light of the world, as created to 
lead the world in the assertion of the 
rights of the peoples and the rights of 
free nations; as destined to set a re- 
sponsible example to all the world of 
what a free government is and can do 
for the maintenance of right standards, 
both national and international.'' 


In this light it requires quite a stretch 


of the imagination to see American- 
ism in selfish isolation. 


RETURNING 
LIFE 


Slowly but surely the devastated are- 


as of northern France are being re- 
stored to economic life. France is 
binding up her industrial wounds and 
bravely facing the future. 


The ministry of the liberated regions 


has just issued information relative 
to the resumption of operations by in- 
dustrial establishments located in the 
area devastated by the war. Counting 
only those establishments employing 
over 20 workers, up to August 1. 1920, 
a total of 4096 establishments were not- 
ed in the census taken by the govern- 
ment. Of this number. 3106. or about 
75 per cent, announced that they had 
resumed operations, in whole or in 
part. 


In the department of Meurtheand-

" 2 per cent of the establish- 


ments IUKI resumed operations, in the 
Ardennes department 81.8 per cent 
were operating, and in the department 
of the Nord the proportion attained 80 
per cent. 


The city of Lille and the outlying 


districts show a remarkable increa.se in 
activity during the past year, 86.2 per 
cent of the industrial establishments 
having resumed business. A large pro- 
portion of these establishments, it is 
true, arc operating with only a part of 
their normal equipment of men and 
machinery. But the recovery is nev- 
ertheless remarkable. The 3106 es- 
tablishments included in the census 
employed 757,388 workers in 1914, and 
on August 1, 1920, they employed 325, 
490 workers. In the textile, metal 
working, and pottery industries, al- 
most one-half of the normal number 
of workers have returned.

SCHOOL STUDIES' 


Once il was generally believed that 


certain studies were specially adapted 
to train the memory, the reason, and 
the other "faculties" of those who took 
them, and that the training received in 
any one such study would spread its 
good effects over everything. 


That was the theory of "formal dis- 


cipline'"; and on the strength of it pu- 
pils were urged to study rigorously pre- 
cise suhjects like mathematics and La- 
tin, even when it was conceded that 
these were not likely to he used very 
much directly in every day life. 


Today psychologists do not believe 


that separate mental "faculties" exist, 
and many experiments have shown 
that the "transfer" of the effects of 
training from one field to another is 
very much less than everyone used to 
suppose. 


And so the object of well-directed 


school work today is not so much to 
"cultivate"' or strengthen minds and 
faculties as to teach the things that il 
is worth while to know, to satisfy na- 
tural curiosity, to give larger points of 
view and broader sympathies, in short, 
to enrich the life of the pupi! and help 
him to adapt himsolf to the world of 
things and people in which he will 
have to live.
